EARLY  SETTLEMENT 


MEETINGS    IN"    NEW    YOKE. 


The  first  Meeting  established  in  the  State  of  New  York  was 
at  Oyster  Bay,  on  Long  Island.  In  1656,  Richard  Smith,  who 
became  convinced  of  the  principles  of  Friends  whilst  on  a  visit  to 
England,  arrived  at  Boston,  with  several  friends  from  London, 
whence  they  were  summarily  banished,  and  he  proceeded  to 
Long  Island,  and  settled  at  Oyster  Bay. 

In  1657  a  vessel  arrived  at  New  York  (then  called  New  Am- 
sterdam) from  London,  in  which  came  ten  Friends,  amongst 
whom  were  Robert  Hodgson,  Mary  Witherhead,  and  Dorothy 
"Waugh,  who  were  the  first  Friends  who  visited  this  city. 

The  women  were  arrested  for  preaching  in  the  streets,  impri- 
soned for  several  days,  and  then  sent  to  Rhode  Island. 

Robert  Hodgson  went  to  Hempstead,  Long  Island,  and  held  a 
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meeting  there.  He  also  was  arrested,  taken  back  to  the  city,  and 
put  in  prison.  After  suffering  much  from  the  cruelty  of  thoso 
having  charge  of  him,  he  was  released,  with  several  Friends  from 
New  England,  through  the  intercession  of  Glovernor  Stuyvesant's 
sister. 

The  severity  of  the  laws  passed  against  the  Quakers  m  Mas- 
sachusetts, caused  many  who  sympathised  with  them,  as  well  as 
those  who  embraced  their  views,  to  leave  the  colony.  Some  of 
them  settled  in  Rhode  Island,  and  some  on  Long  Island.  In  the 
latter,  the  Dutch  Governor  endeavored  to  guard  his  people 
against  the  "  Quaker  Heresy,"  by  enacting  laws  similar  to  those 
of  Massachusetts. 

Through  the  faithful  labors  of  those  Friends  who  were  en- 
gaged in  the  ministry,  many  of  the  inhabitants  united  with  them, 
and  Meetings  were  established  at  Oyster  Bay,  Gravesend,  Ja- 
maica, Hempstead,  Flushing,  and  other  places. 

In  1666,  John  Bumyeat  arrived  at  New  York,  and  "spent 
some  time  there  among  Friends,  in  going  through  their  meetings." 
Again,  in  1671,  he  visited  New  York,  and  attended  the  Half- 
Year's  Meeting  at  Oyster  Bay.  This  appears  to  be  the  first 
meeting  for  discipline  in  the  State. 

A  Monthly  Meeting  was  held  at  Oyster  Bay  in  1612,  and  one 
at  New  York  in  1684.  Others  were  held  on  Long  Island,  at 
Flushing,  Gravesend,  Matinecock,  &c.,  in  1673  and  following 
years ;  but  the  records  are  in  such  a  mutilated  state,  that  these 
cannot  be  satisfactorily  determined. 

In  1676  a  Quarterly  Meeting  was  held  at  Flushing — the  earliest 
on  record. 
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These  Meetings  were  subordinate  to  New  England  Yearly 
Meeting.  In  1695  they  were  set  off  from  that  Meeting  as  an 
independent  body,  although  the  records  show  that  a  Yearly  Meet- 
ing was  held  at  Flushing  in  1692,  and  that  it  continued  to  be 
held  there  until  1111,  when  it  was  removed  to  "Westbury,  and  in 
1''794  to  New  York  city. 

In  1^9  the  Yearly  Meeting  directed  the  appointment  of  Ee- 
presentatives  by  Monthly  to  Quarterly  Meetings,  and  by  the  latter 
to  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

The  Meeting  for  Sufferings  was  established  in  1758.

MEETINGS  m  ENGLAND. 

The  first  Meetings  for  Discipline,  according  to  Fox's  Journal, 
were  settled  in  the  north  of  England  in  1653.      The  first  Gene- 
ral Meeting  of  which  there  is  any  record,  was  held  at  Balby, 
^       in  Yorkshire ;  this  Meeting  issued  directions  and  advices,  ad- 
^^  dressed  "To  the  Brethren  in  the  ISTorth" — containing  instruc- 
\^tions  as  to  the  Gospel  order  of  proceeding  with  delinquents, 
and  advices   to  husbands   and  wives,   parents  and  children, 
masters  and  servants,  in  regard  to  their  relative  duties,  strict 
justice  in  trade,  &c.     In  1660  a  Meeting  was  held  at  Skip  ton, 
"  for  the  affairs  of  the  church,  both  in  this  nation  and  beyond 
the  seas;"  which  G.  Fox  says  he  had  recommended  the  esta- 
blishment of  some  years  previously,  and  which,  he  adds,  had 
stood  several  years," 

In  1666  G.  Fox  recommended  the  establishment  of  -^ve 
Monthly  Meetings  in  London — Quarterly  Meetings  having  been 
"  generally  settled  before." 

In  1672  a  General  Meeting  of  Friends  from  all  parts  of  the 
nation,  was  held  in  London,  which  issued  an  Epistle  to  the 
Quarterly  Meetings.  It  is  supposed  that  this  was  a  Meeting 
of  Ministers.  In  1672  it  again  met,  and  agreed,  "for  the  bet- 
ter ordering,  managing,  and  regulating  of  the  public  affairs  of 
Friends  relating  to  the  truth  and  service  thereof,  that  there  be 
a  General  Meeting  of  Friends  held  at  London  once  a  year," 
composed  of  Representatives  from  the  several  counties  in  Eng- 
land and  Wales.  In  the  following  year,  this  Meeting  met,  and 
concluded  that  the  General  Meeting,  constituted  as  it  then 
was,  be  discontinued,  "  till  Friends,  in  God's  wisdom,  shall 
see  a  further  occasion."  The  Meeting  of  Ministers,  however, 
appears  to  have  been  continued  annually,  until  1677,  when  it 
was  again  agreed  to  convene  the  Meeting  of  Representatives 
the  ensuing  year.  Accordingly  in  1678  they  assembled  in 
London,  issued  an  Epistle  to  the  Meetings  of  Friends,  and  con- 
cluded to  nieet  again  the  next  year.  These  Meetings  *' have 
continued  to  assemble  once  a  year  in  London,  with  unbroken 
regularity,  to  the  present  time."

DUBLIN  YEARLY  MEEimG. 

From  the  "  Discipline  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  of  Friends  in 
Ireland  "  we  learn,  that  the  subordinate  Meetings  on  that  island 
"  appear  to  have  been  generally  settled  in  the  3'ears  1668  and 
1669."  The  "Province  Meetings"  (answering  to  the  Quarterly 
Meetings  of  England)  were  held  every  six  weets,  and  so  con- 
tinued for  more  than  a  century.  The  first  IsTational  Meeting 
was  held  in  Dublin  in  1670,  and  continued  to  be  held  half- 
yearly  until  1797,  when  it  was  concluded  to  meet  annuall}^ 

"The  Yearly  Meeting  of  Ireland  appoints  Representatives, 
and  sends  answers  to  the  queries,  to  the  Yearly  Meeting  in 
London ;  but  the  Minutes  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  in  London  do 
not  extend  to  Ireland,  unless  adopted  there;  but  the  Yearly 
Meeting  of  Ireland  admits  that  appeals  may  be  made  against 
its  judgment,  to  the  Yearly  Meeting  in  London,  in  matters  of 
faith  and.  principle."
